Abolition 

VOLUNTEERS at Hartlebury 
Castle have warned that Gov¬ 
ernment plans to abolish 
cheques would have a “devastat¬ 
ing” effect on its income. 

Supporters will not be able to 
donate as easily, say The Friends of 
Hartlebury Castle. 

Ninety per cent of their income 
from donations currently comes in 
via cheque. The Friends say the 
income used to help pay for repairs 
and maintenance at the castle and 
grounds near Stourport is “vital”. 

The warning comes after the gov- 


of cheques undermines castle 


ernment announced plans last week 
to review the decision into scrapping 
chequebooks in 2018. 

Alison Brimelow, chairman of the 
Friends and ex-president of the 
European Patent Office, said they 
were investigating ways to make 
electronic payments easier. 

Restoration 

“Cheques are how most of our 
donations are made, so if they are 
phased out it could potentially be 
devastating for us,” she said. 

“People don’t like to carry around 
large sums of money, and it can be 


difficult especially for elderly people 
to transfer money electronically, so 
cheques are just simple. It will 
impact on charities everywhere, and 
many small businesses who still 
deal in cheques as well. 

Ms Brimelow added: “We have 
held several meetings to discuss 
other ways for people to give us 
money, and this is something we will 
have to deal with over the coming 
months.” 

The castle, for many years the the 
residence of the Bishop of Worcester, 
is now home to the Worcestershire 
County Museum. 


All money raised by the Friends 
group is currently being ploughed 
into efforts to buy the castle. The 
owners, the Church Commissioners, 
are demanding around £2.5million 
for the property. 

The group faces a further struggle 
for the cash after a bid for money 
from the Heritage Lottery Fund was 
turned down 

A long-term restoration and 
repair project hinges on the group 
being successful in its bid when the 
castle goes on the open market next 
year. 


WE BATTLE ON 
SAYS VILLAGE 


AMPAIGNERS fighting against 
a mass-burn incinerator in 
Hartlebury have pledged to 
keep fighting after the Environment 
Agency approves its permit. 

The controversial plans for the £120 
million project moved forward last week 
after the agency ruled that it would not 
pose a risk to villagers’ health. 

Then developer, Mercia Waste, is now just 
waiting for final approval from the government 
before it can go ahead. The development secured 
planning permission in February.

The Secretary of State for Communities and 
Local Government, Eric Pickles, initially had 21 
days to call in the plans for the EnviRecover 
plant, but it has emerged that a direction has 
been put in place to delay the deadline to an 
unknown date. 

The county council cannot formally grant per¬ 
mission until Mr Pickles gives the final go- 
ahead. 

Ray Kirby, chairman of the Wail protest group 
in Hartlebury, said: “Residents are determined 


to fight on in the name of fairness and trans¬ 
parency. 

“We knew the Environment Agency would give 
it a permit, so it comes as no surprise. 

“We are in limbo now waiting for a response 
from Eric Pickles, who is still looking at the plan¬ 
ning application because the site is within Green 
Belt - and we have no idea how long that’s going 
to take. 

Mr Kirby added: “The people of Worcester¬ 
shire should be demanding value for money, and 
the cheapest most effective methods of waste dis¬ 
posal. 

“We believe an incinerator will be by far the 
most expensive. We hope common sense will 
prevail.” 

A member of the Wail group said: “Overall, the 
engagement the group has had with the Envi¬ 
ronment Agency has been disappointing. But 
this move does not signal the end.” 

Before the environmental permit was granted, 
the agency held a consultation on the application 
and sought comments from the Health Protec¬ 
tion Agency and the Primary Care Trust, along 
with members of the public. 

Positive 

A statement from the Environment Agency 
said: “We consider that, in reaching that deci¬ 
sion, we have taken into account all relevant con¬ 
siderations and legal requirements and that the 
permit will ensure that a high level of protection 
is provided for the environment and human 
health.” 

Janvier Peiro, Mercia Waste director, said: 
“This is a very positive step forward in the devel¬ 
opment of EnviRecover.” 

If the incinerator is built as planned, it will 
take in up to 200,000 tons of waste from Here¬ 
fordshire and Worcestershire each year and 
convert it into up to 15.5 megawatts of electricity 
- enough to supply 20,000 homes. 

Protesters say the development will be a blot 
on the landscape and the number of lorries car¬ 
rying waste through the village to the site will 
make their lives a misery.

Boozing louts 
to face purge 


A NEW operation aimed at 
tackling alcohol-related dis¬ 
order and violence has been 
launched in north Worcester¬ 
shire. 

Operation Viscount is taking 
place at weekends in Kidder¬ 
minster, Stourport, Bewdley, 
Bromsgrove and Redditch. 

It involves high visibility foot 
patrols on Friday and Saturday 
nights between 8pm and 4am. 

Officers are carrying out checks at 
pubs and clubs and communicating 
with pub staff via Pub watch radios. 
Officers are equipped with body- 
worn cameras to assist in the collec¬ 
tion of evidence. 

Sgt Bjorn Havinga, of West 
Mercia Police, said: “Eleven per cent 
of violent crime happens in town 
centres between 6pm and 6am, with 
the vast majority occurring between 
midnight and 4am on Saturday and 
Sunday mornings. 

“And there are up to five times as 
many violent crimes reported on a 
Friday, Saturday or Sunday than on 
a Thursday. 

Effective 

“With the evenings getting lighter 
and warmer, and a number of public 
holidays over the next few weeks, 
including the Royal Wedding and 
May Day, the towns are likely to be 
busy in the evenings. 

“We just want to ensure that 
everyone has a good time, in safety.” 

Sgt Havinga added that police had 
good relationships with many 
licensees. 

Pubwatch schemes exist in Wyre 
Forest, Bromsgrove and Redditch, 
which have resulted in offenders 
being given long bans from pubs 
within those towns. These are 
regarded as a highly effective tool in 
dealing with repeat offenders. 

He said: “By tackling minor inci¬ 
dents of disorder early on, we hope it 
will prevent more serious incidents 
occurring later, and we hope the 
high visibility patrols will reassure 
both pub and club staff and cus¬ 
tomers. We want to ensure that 
people can enjoy nights about 
without fear or threat of violence.” 

As well as arrests, options include 
using Section 27 notices which 
enable officers to direct people to 
leave an area, and penalty notices of 
up to £80, giving a clear message 
that alcohol-related disorder will not 
be tolerated.

Village’s parish 
tax ‘rise’ storm 


ANGRY members of Hartle- 
bury Parish Council have 
claimed that their district 
council “misled” taxpayers 
over the 2011 parish charges. 

For the fourth year running, the 
parish precept remains at 
£ 22 , 100 . 

But Wychavon District Council, 


which sends a breakdown of costs to 
households in the area, has shown a 
0.2 per cent increase. 

The district council said the figures 
presented were accurate and the rise 
was due to changes in the number of 
band D properties in the area receiv¬ 
ing discounts or reductions. 

This has resulted in the precept 
being divided between a lower number 
of households in the band D bracket. 



Jo Hyrons, Hartlebury Parish 
Council clerk, questioned why this 
was not made clearer to tax-payers. 

“As a parish we are very good with 
our financial housekeeping, illus¬ 
trated by the fact that there has been 
no increase in our precept for the 
year,” she said. 

“The details on the form they are 
very misleading and it should have 
explained why the increase was only 
added on to the parish council’s 


“Parishioners are angry and 
annoyed with Wychavon because 
the lack of clarification makes it 
seem we are the only area to over¬ 
spend, which taints our work and 
good financial diligence.” 

Reflected 

A spokesperson for Wychavon 
Council said: “Hartlebury set the 
same precept as in the previous 
year but because of a decrease in 
the amount of properties in Band 
D equivalent due to changes in 
discounts, this inevitably has 
resulted in fewer properties 
sharing the parish council's 
precept. 

“This is reflected in the calcula¬ 
tion, which shows a 0.2 per cent 
increase about a 3p rise per Band 
D household.”

Y ou might not have heard of 
Kate Partridge. But for mil¬ 
lions of Russians around 
the world, she is a household 
name. 

Her mother lives near Kiddermin¬ 
ster, she grew up in the Black Country, 
but she has been a fixture on RT - the 
huge country’s first English-language 
news channel, Russia Today - for 
more than two years. 

Born in Sandwell General Hospital, 
Kate attended Kingswinford School and 
King Edward VI Sixth Form College, 
Stourbridge. 

Culture 

She worked as a sports journalist for the 
Daily Mail, ITV and Chelsea TV before the 
opportunity to move to Russia came up in 
2009. 

Kate says: “I can’t explain it, but I’ve 
always known that, at some point, I would 
live in Russia - I even did Russian GCSE 
at night school. 

“Moscow is a fascinating city and not as 
I’d imagined while growing up in England. 
It never sleeps. There are so many shops 
and lots of clubs and bars are 24-hour or 
serve until you leave. 

“The ring road around the centre can 
have up to 16 lanes of traffic and is never 
quiet. There’s also enough history, culture, 
architecture and beauty here to keep any 
connoisseur entertained.

“There’s more English spoken 
than you might think; the street 
signs in the centre are written in 
English as well and there are 
global and western brands - not 
just McDonald’s and Starbucks - 
everywhere.” 

Kate, who is in her 30s, is a 
studio-based presenter at RT, 
hosting bulletins every two 
hours during the afternoon and 


evening news bulletin. She also 
appears in a magazine show 
called Prime Time Russia every 
weekday evening at 8pm as well 
as hosting live events, such as 
the announcement of Russia’s 
successful 2018 World Cup bid. 

Kate says: “Our reporters go to 
major events like the Olympics 
and World Cup as well as follow¬ 
ing the Russian national football

team. The Russians love sport - the biggest 
across the country are football and ice 
hockey.” 

RT broadcasts from Moscow and Washing¬ 
ton to 100 countries across five continents. 
More than 400 million viewers have access to 
the channel, broadcast via 21 satellites and 
176 cable networks, and can claim to have 
been seen in half those homes. 

The wide reach means Kate’s family - 
including her mother and step-father, Jennie 
and Rob Grainger, who live near Kiddermin¬ 
ster - can easily keep up with her progress. 

She said: “Judging by the text messages, 
they definitely do watch me.” 

Kate caught the bug for sport in the stands 
at The Hawthorns. 

Young 

She says: “I’m a West Brom fan because it 
is in the blood. I was born in West Bromwich, 
and my entire family and extended family 
has supported the club since it started out in 
1878. 

“It wouldn’t have crossed my mind to 
support any other club - I think my father 
would have disowned me. 

“I can’t remember my first match as I was 
too young, but I can just about remember 
being held up in the crowd for the day when 
Bryan Robson, Remi Moses and Ron Atkin¬ 
son said goodbye to The Hawthorns before 
going to Manchester United.” 

“I’ll never forget my first impression of The 
Hawthorns: the volume of people, the noise, 
the excitement, the banter, the tension - it 
was unlike anything I’d experienced. I 
thought it was brilliant, exciting and addic¬ 
tive. And that was before the football 
started.”

progress is rarely a problem in Mos¬ 
cow. 

She says: “There are numerous 
sports bars that receive satellite chan¬ 
nels from around the world, so I have 
as much chance of watching West 
Brom here as I do when I’m in 
England.

Premier League as well as watching 
their own and the other European foot¬ 


ball leagues, so I rarely miss a match 
unless I’m working.” 

Kate is confident the Baggies will 
continue to thrive in the Premier 
League. She says: “If Albion continue 
playing the way they are,, they should 
avoid the drop. 

“Roy Hodgson officially joined West 
Brom on Valentine’s Day - and he is 
definitely enjoying a love affair with 
the Baggies fans.”

The date and location of the wedding were announced one 
week later. 

In no time commemorative coins, porcelain plates and all kinds 
of Royal Wedding items appeared and the Royal love story story 
now features in a splashy comic book, a made-for-TV film and 
stamps to commemorate the Royal Wedding. 

Even Legoland has joined in with its miniature Buckingham 
Palace and a curiously square couple sharing a kiss in front of 
cheering crowds of well-wishers - all made up of tiny plastic 
blocks. Something for the young Royal followers.

BBC Radio broadcaster 
Mark Radcliffe is bringing 
his mix of music and 
stories to Wolverhampton 
Slade Rooms on May 15.

Deflection 

Harriers fell behind when an 
attempted clearance by Lee Vaughan 
went straight to Jamie Mullan, who 
fired confidently past goalkeeper 
Danny Lewis on 39 minutes.

It’s another 
golden day 
for Kate the 
champion 

AFTER demolishing quality field of 
opponents at the British Universities 
Judo Championships two weeks ago, 
Samurai Judo Club’s Kate Walker 
faced an even stronger field of players 
at the English Senior Open but dis¬ 
posed of them in even greater style to 
take the gold medal. 

There were 15 players in the group 
and Kate progressed steadily through 
the preliminary rounds, taking early 
leads and then waiting for the 
moment to pounce and finish the 
contest. 

However, this changed in the semi¬ 
final where her French opponent was 
launched into the air with an 
absolutely superb dummy into a back¬ 
wards throw which was one of the best 
throws of the entire tournament. 

In the final Kate was up against the 
same player she had annihilated in 
the final of the Universities. 

Her opponent had clearly been care¬ 
fully coached in how to avoid the 
footsweep Kate had thrown her with 
last time, so Kate simply changed 
tactic, threw the girl with another 
throw and then turned her over on the 
ground as if she was a limp lettuce and 
held her for the required 25 seconds to 
gain maximum points from a ground- 
hold and the gold medal. 

Highest 

There were further achievements 
for the club in other fields at the same 
event. Two of their referees, Stefan 
Newbury and Archi Shrimpton, both 
passed their assessments for National 
‘A’ Referee status, the highest level of 
referee in British judo. 

It is the first time that any club in 
Britain has had two referees gain ‘A’ 
status on the same day. There are only 
around 40 ‘A’ referees in Britain and 
Samurai have now got three of them. 

Stefan’s brother Ben was being 
assessed for his Competition Con¬ 
troller Award, the top level of competi¬ 
tion organizer in the country, and 
performed superbly and passed all 
tests with flying colours. But then, he 
is already widely considered to be 
Britain’s second best tournament 
organizer, with only his mother, 
Samurai’s club chair Sarah Newbury, 
ahead of him! 

Another Samurai player has earned 
their black belt. Alan Wild, gained his 
final points at a Midlands grading in 
Walsall. Matt Dutton, who was a 
Samurai star a decade ago, made his 
competitive comeback at the same 
grading and was impressive, winning 
four out of his five contests against 
second and third level black belts, all 
by maximum points.
